On  December  24, 1992,  in  one  of  the  last  actions 
of  his  presidency,  George  Bush  startled  the  nation  by 
pardoning  six  former  Reagan  administration  officials 
involved  in  the  Iran-contra  scandal.  Bush,  however, 
tried  to  keep  the  news  as  quiet  as  possible.  Christmas 
Eve  is  one  of  the  least  watched  T.  V!  nights  of  the  year. 
As  the  January  4  issue  of  Newsweek  said,  it's  when 
"the  usual  watchdogs  are  asleep...  when  Congress  is 
out  and  reporters  are  off  carving  up  turkeys".  How- 
ever, the  watchdogs  eventually  waken,  Congress  comes 
back  in  and  reporters  are  soon  back  to  carving  up 
turkeys  of  a  different  variety.  Something  of  this 
magnitude  could  hardly  be  hushed  up  by  a  clever 
choice  of  nights  to  take  action. 

Among  those  pardoned  was  Casper  W. 
Weinberger,  the  former  defense  secretary  indicted  in 
1992  on  charges  including  perjm7  and  the  obstruction 
of  a  congressional  investigation.  He  was  to  be  tried  in 
January.  Also  pardoned  were  Duane  R.  Claridge, 
former  CIA  agent.  Clair  E.  George,  former  CIA 
official,  Robert  C.  McFarland,  former  national-security 
adviser  to  Reagan,  Elliot  Abrams,  former  assistant 
secretary  of  state,  and  Alan  D.  Fiers  Jr.,  head  of  the 
CIA's  Central  American  Task  Force. 

The  article  in  Newsweek  reported  that  Bush  said 
he  pardoned  the  six  because  their  actions  were  carried 
out  with  patriotic  motive,  "whether  their  actions  were 
right  or  wrong",  and  that  they  were  punished  over 
"policy  differences".  However,  Newsweek  offered  an 
alternative  explanation  for  Bush's  pardons,  one  based 
on  the  possible  embanassment  of  the  President  due  to 
the  facts  that  may  have  come  out  during  the 
Weinberger  trial,  when  Bush  may  have  been  out  on  the 
stand  as  a  witness.  It  has  also  been  insinuated  that 
Bush  has  come  precarioiisly  close  to  being  the  first 
president  ever  to  pardon  himself  in  taking  this  action. 

Prosecutor  Lawrence  Walsh  is  convinced  that  the 
president  was  involved  in  the  coverup  during  his  time 
as  Vice  President  during  the  scandal,  but  most  of  those 
familiar  with  the  case  say  that  Walsh  would  have  to 
come  up  with  some  incredibly  concrete  evidence  to 
convict  a  former  president.  In  getting  rid  of  evidence 
used  against  Weinberger  in  his  case  through  the 
pardons  as  well  as  "gaps"  in  Bush's  diary,  Walsh  feels 
that  Bush  is  trying  to  cover  up  his  involvement.  Bush's 
aides  continually  deny  that  he  has  any  recollection  of  a 
coverup  plan.  The  heart  of  whether  the  pardons  were 
legitimate  or  not  lies  in  whether,  as  Bush  claims,  those 
pardoned  were  merely  involved  in  "policy  disputes 
between  Congress  and  the  White  House",  or  were 
responsible  for  what  Walsh  sees  as  the  real  issue,  that 
those  holding  governmental  offices  lied  to  Congress.

Most  of  America  probably  thought  we  had 
dealt  with  Saddam  Hussein  once  and  for  all 
when  the  Persian  Gulf  War  ended  1991. 
However,  the  task  of  disarming  and  neutraliz- 
ing him  plagued  George  Bush  and  will  con- 
tinue to  plague  newly  elected  President  Bill 
Clinton  until  it  is  taken  care  of. 

The  problems  after  the  war  continued 
when  Bush  told  him  to  move  surface-to-air 
missiles  that  Saddam  had  placed  in  position  to 
shoot  down  allied  planes  which  were  enforc- 
ing the  no-fly  zone  instituted  by  the  U.N.  over 
southern  Iraq.  Saddam  probably  brought  in 
these  missiles  as  a  result  of  the  shooting  of  an 
Iraqi  jet  by  American  forces  on  December  27, 
1992.  The  allied  forces  told  Saddam  to  get  out 
"or  else",  which  clearly  constituted  bombing  of 
those  missiles.  Saddam  decided  to  back  down 


yet  again,  only  after  refusing,  claiming  that 
Baghdad  would  "wage  an  honorable  fight". 

This  was  not  the  first  and  will  probably  not 
be  the  last  time  Saddam  defies  U.N.  orders 
and  then  pulls  back  in  the  nick  of  time. 
Saddam  increased  tensions  by  posting  a  no-fly 
zone  of  his  own-  preventing  U.N  weapons 
inspectors  from  flying  on  U.N.  planes  inside 
Iraq  (TIME-Jan.18,1993  p.l6).  Saddam's  allies 
in  Saudi  Arabia  will  not  allow  an  "all-out  air 
war"  against  him,  which  limited  Bush's  op- 
tions in  dealing  with  Saddam,  as  it  will  with 
Clinton.  It  may  well  be  that  the  man  who 
created  the  big  war  of  Bush's  day  will  create 
the  first  major  foreign-policy  crisis  for  his 
successor,  Clinton.

Saddam  Hussein  is  alive  and  well  and  living  in  Baghdad  ~ 

at  least  by  most  accounts.  The  Mideast  War  ended  in 
February,  1991.  Since  that  day.  President  Bush  has  urged  the 
downfall  of  the  55-year-old  leader.  But  within  Iraq,  Saddam 
Hussein  appears  to  have  grown  only  stronger  since  his  troops 
were  forced  out  of  Kuwait.  However,  he  lives  under  constant 
threat  of  death  by  Iraqi  opposition  leaders  and  a  host  of  other 
enemies.  It  was  because  of  this  fear  of  assassination  that  he 
reorganized  his  personal  bodyguard  corps  and  appointed  his 

youngest  son,  Qusai,  as  chief  of  presidential  security.

upholding  his  campaign  promise  may  be  harder  than  expected 


The  onslaught  of  jokes  has  begun,  and  newly-elect  President  Clinton  is  taking  the  heat  for  his  proposal  to  lift  the  ban  on  gays 
n  the  militar)'.  Action  began  to  be  seen  months  ago,  when  Naval  officer  Keith  Meinhold  openly  admitted  he  was  gay;  up  until 
hat  time,  he  had  been  a  highly  respected  and  decorated  leiutenant.  He  cried  wolf  on  the  entire  military  for  it's  stance  against 
Jlowing  gays  and  lesbians  into  the  system.  As  one  of  his  first  acts  in  office,  Clinton  proposed  a  bill  that  would  lift  the  ban  and 
ilow  men  and  women,  no  matter  what  their  sexual  persuasion,  to  gain  entrance  into  the  military. 

Since  then,  Clinton  has  met  some  stiff  opposition  opposing  not  only  the  bill,  but  the  very  idea  of  homosexuals  in  the  armed 
orces.

Much  of  America  seems  outraged  that  homosexuals  would  be 
Uowed  to  serve  in  the  military,  but  the  homosexual  community  is  rejoicing  at  the  thought  of  a  possible  victory  in  their  favor. 
Vhether  it  will  be  a  victory  for  them  still  waits  to  be  seen. 
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Chairman  of  (he  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  General  Colin 

Powell  was  noted  for  his  role  in  Operation  Desert  Storm  in 
1991 .  He  and  many  other  top  military  leaders  met  with  new 
President  Clinton  shortly  after  the  inaguration  on  January  20 
to  discuss  ending  the  ban  on  gays  in  the  military.  The 
military  personnel  vehemently  opposed  lifting  the  ban.

In  Yugoslavia,  Nationalists,  anti- 
Communist  parties  won  elections  in 
1991  in  all  republics  except  Serbia,  the 
largest  and  Montenegro,  the  smallest. 
Then  Croatia  and  its  neighbor  Slovenia 
declared  their  independance. 
Waring  rivals  within  the  country  of 
Croatia  have  created  tens  of  thousands  ol 
refugees  and  the  killing  continues. 


The  U.S.  Marines  arrived  in  Somalia  on  December 

9, 1992.  The  starving  African  country  was  ravaged 

by  famine  and  widespread  looting  of  food  from 

international  relief  agencies.  The  Marines  offered  a 

security  force  to  insure  safe  food  distribution. 
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Somalia  Welcomes  "Project  Restore  Hope" 


The  U.S.  marines  were  to  land  under  the  cover  of  dark- 
ness on  the  beaches  of  Somalia  to  avoid  publicity,  but  this 
was  not  to  be.  The  soldiers,instead,  were  greeted  by  an 
overzealous  pack  of  media  photographers  and  journalists  with 
spotlights,  eager  to  capture  this  historic  moment. 

The  Marines  were  there  to  provide  protection  for  the 
starving  populace  caught  in  the  middle  of  a  bloody  civil  war. 
This  project  code  named  "Operation  Restore  Hope"  was 
begun  to  protect  food  shipments  to  the  people  from  rival 
warlords  who  were  struggling  for  power  of  the  small  African 
nation.  About  half  of  this  nation's  7,000,000  people  were 
either  dead  or  starving  to  death  because  of  this  war  .  This 
peacekeeping  mission  was  called  for  by  relief  workers  who 
were  trying  to  help  the  Somalis  but  could  not  because  of  the 
constant  physical  danger  they  were  under. 

Approximately  30,000  U.S.  troops  and  a  U.N.  force  3,500 
strong  was  sent  to  protect  relief  workers  and  food  shipments 
in  Somalia.  Before  the  arrival  of  these  soldiers,  approximately 
75%  percent  of  all  relief  shipments  were  being  stolen  by  rival 
warlords  and  common  thieves.  The  main  objective  that  the 
Pentagon  made  was  to  secure  the  major  urban  distribution 
centers  so  that  food  could  get  out  to  the  needy  in  a  safe  and 
timely  manner. 

Mogadishu,  the  nation's  capital,  was  one  of  the  main 
areas  which  had  to  be  secured,  but  weapons  were  hard  to 
confiscate  so  there  was  sporadic  fighting  for  quite  a  while  after 
the  mission  began.  Shortly  after  this  mission  was  started  the 
main  two  warlords  negotiated  and  withdrew  their  forces  from 
the  cities.  There  were,  however,  smaller  warring  factions 
though  that  did  not  negotiate  and  did  not  stop  fighting.  These 
groups  were  comprised  of  the  numerous  snipers  in  the 
country. 

The  new  year  was  ushered  in  by  President  Bush  paying  a 
visit  to  the  American  soldiers  and  people  of  Somalia.  There 
was  some  fear  for  his  safety  because  of  the  snipers  and 
shelling  near  Mogadishu.  He  came  and  left  safely  but  there 
was  still  danger  for  everyone  in  that  land.

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In  1991  Boris  N.  Yeltsin  was  elected  president  of 

the  Russian  Federation.  One  of  his  top  priorities  was 
economic  reform.  But  the  gloomy  economic 
condition  reflected  the  grave  difficulties  he  and  his 
government  faced  in  trying  to  build  a  market 
economy  on  the  ruins  of  the  failed  Soviet  Communist 
System.  While  attempting  to  establish  economic  and 
political  ties  abroad,  Yeltsin's  reforms  at  home 
increased  prices  by  as  much  as  1,500  percent. 


Civil  war  spread  across  Yugoslavia,  a  nation  of  six 

republics  and  two  provinces  that  had  been  plagued 
for  centuries  by  historic  ethnic,  religious  and 
economic  differences. 
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Hurricane  Iniki  dealt  a  direct  blow  to  part  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in 

September.  Winds  gusting  up  to  160  mph  and  torrential  rain  hit  Kauai 

Island,  causing  enormous  damage.  It  was  the  most  powerful  hurricane  to 

hit  the  Hawaiian  Islands  this  century.  Twenty-foot  waves  crashed  over 

coastal  highways  and  the  island  lost  all  power  and  telephone  service  even 

before  the  worst  of  the  storm  hit.  Oahu,  the  state's  most  populated  island 

with  800,000  people,  is  separated  from  Kauai  by  an  80-mile  wide  channel 

and  was  spared  the  brunt  of  the  storm.

Everyone  Turns  out  for  Dark  Party 


When  the  Hghts  go  out  all  over  town,  it's  to  be  expected  that 
people  are  going  to  have  fun.  When  they  go  out  all  over  cam- 
pus, there's  no  telling  what  can  happen. 

Early  in  the  morning  on  February  2, 1993  the  city  of  Dayton 
shut  down  all  the  power  to  fix  a  problem.  The  outage  was  not 
anticipated  on  Bryan  Hill  and  within  minutes,  there  were 
people  escaping  from  the  dorms,  much  joyful  shouting  and 
tearful  remember ances  lost  papers  on  the  computer. 

Chris  Watkins,  Dean  of  Men,  said,  "We  didn't  expect  people 
to  go  wild."  The  outage  lasted  approximately  1  hour  15  min- 
utes. Classes  the  next  morning  found  that  many  people  did  not 
have  back-up  batteries  in  their  alarm  clocks  and  there  were 
rumors  buzzing  of  a  second  blackout. 

Sure  enough,  the  second  power  outage  occured  two  weeks 
later,  again  at  12  midnight.  This  time,  SDO  was  prepared.  In 
hopes  of  solving  a  potentially  bad  situation  (a  repeat  perfor- 
mance of  the  first  outage)  with  a  very  positive  solution,  they 
sponsored  a  blackout  party  in  the  Den.  The  second  blackout 
lasted  just  under  an  hour.  Everyone  seemed  to  enjoy  the  op- 
portunity to  let  off  steam  without  the  risk  of  "getting  caught."

It  was  a 

harrowing  time,  as  tens  of  thousands  of  people  tried 

to  evacuate  the  Miami  area  and  thousands  more  rode 

out  the  storm  in  shelters  and  boarded-up  homes.

Hurricane  Andrew  was  labeled  as 
the  costliest  hurricane  in  American  history. 
It  ran  rampid  through  the  Bahamas  and  the 
southern  tip  of  Florida  into  Louisiana's  cajun 
country  leaving  destruction  and  despair  as  a 
reminder  to  all  survivors.  The  destruction 
also  brought  looters,  and  armed  troops  were 
forced  to  patrol  the  streets  of  many  southern 
cities.  With  maximum  wind  speeds  of  up  to 
164  m.p.h.,  33  fataUties,  63,000  homes  de- 
stroyed and  leaving  300,000  homeless. 
Hurricane  Andrew  proved  itself  to  be  the 
most  costly  and  most  destructive  natural 
disaster  in  U.S.  History. 

Andrew  left  its  mark  on  many 
American  citizens.  While  Da5^on  escaped 
the  Hurricane's  wrath,  many  of  our  students 
and  faculty  were  still  affected  by  the  tragedy. 
Sophomore  Jason  Martinez  has  family  that 
witnessed  Hurricane  Andrew  firsthand. 
Jason  lives  on  the  outskirts  of  Baton  Rouge, 
in  Zachary,  Louisiana.  His  yard  was  scat- 


tered with  debris  and  trees,  but  luckily  his 
home  was  left  untouched.  Jason's  aunt  and 
uncle  were  not  so  lucky  though.  A  tree  fell 
through  their  two-story  house  into  their 
daughter's  bedroom.  Thankfully  no  one  was 
harmed. 

Freshman  Christen  Winkler  also  has 
relatives  who  weathered  the  storm.  Al- 
though she  is  from  Arizona,  she  has  many 
family  members  who  live  in  Homestead, 
Florida  where  Andrew  hit  the  hardest.  They 
lost  shingles  from  their  roof,  damage  was 
done  to  their  avocado  grove,  and  their  bam 
was  demoUshed.  Her  family  was  without 
power,  phones,  and  water  for  many  days, 
but  Christin  still  has  reason  to  be  thankful 
because  no  one  in  her  family  was  injured. 
Christen  best  summed  up  Hurricane  Andrew 
when  she  said,  "God  was  definitely  working 
in  this  situation  because  no  one  was  hurt."

His- radio  show  attracts  millions  of 
conservative  and  liberal  listeners  every 
week.

Killer."  Ice-T  said  the  controversial  song  was  a 
warning  to  the  Los  Angeles  police,  whom  he 
accused  of  brutality,  specifically  referring  to  the 
videotaped  police  beating  of  Rodney  King  and  its 
aftermath  of  riots.  However,  the  singer  later 
removed  the  song  from  his  "Body  Count"  album 
after  law  enforcement  officials  and  others  criticized 
Time  Warner  for  allowing  the  song  to  be 
distributed  on  the  company's  record  label.

This  ministry  has  seen  results 
because  of  their  work.

Not  many  schools  have  over 
one  fourth  of  their  student  body 
volunteering  their  time  and  effort  to 
help  one  organization  succeed:  but 
Bryan  is  different  About  130 
students  from  the  student  body  of 
400  participate  in  PCI's  BEM. 

BEM,  Bible  Education  Minis- 
try, is  an  organization  dedicated  to 
teaching  Rhea  County  youngsters 
about  God's  Word.  Each  week,  the 
130  teachers  prepare  detailed  lesson 
plans,  pray  for  their  classes,  and 
then  teach  them.  It  may  sound 
simple,  but  there's  a  great  deal  of 
pressure  put  on  the  teachers. 

Sharon  Richardson,  PCI 
Advisor,  said,  "I  have  a  lot  of 
respect  for  anyone  who  can  stand  up 
in  front  of  a  large  group  of  kids  and 
teach."  It  can  be  rather  intimidating 
when  you're  the  only  adult  in  a  room 
full  of  kids. 

The  BEM  teachers  had  quite  a 
bit  of  help  from  those  who  had 
support  roles  in  the  miiustry.

sheets,  or  keep  the  transportation 
organized.  Of  course,  you  can't 
forget  all  those  who  drive  the 
teachers  to  their  classes.  The 
drivers  had  to  sacrifice  a  great 
opportunity  to  sleep  in  so  they  could 
have  their  cars  available  an  hour 
early. 

Then  of  course,  you  can't  forget 
the  faithful  leaders  who  helped 
prepare  teachers  for  their  jobs. 
BEM  training  meetings  are  always 
lots  of  fun  to  watch  as  the  teachers 
learn  new  children's  songs  and 
practice  the  old  favorites. 

Bible  Education  Ministry 
requires  great  teamwork,  but  the 
dedication  of  all  those  involved 
payed  off  each  time  one  child 
learned  something  new  about  God 
and  His  Word.

What  is  Gimpers?  WHO  are 
Gimpers?  What  do  they  do?  Well, 
they  are  Bryan  College's  team  of 
puppeteers,  a  group  of  crazy,  funny, 
caring  people  whose  puppets  are  just 
as  wild  as  they  are.  Black,  white, 
yellow,  pink,  they  come  in  an  array 
of  shades  with  just  as  many  hair 
colors  as  skin  colors. 

They  show  kids  a  fun  way  to 
learn  about  God,  Jesus,  and  prob- 
lems they  might  face  every  day  in 
their  own  small  worlds.  They 
divide  themselves  into  two  troupes, 
one  for  the  younger  BEM  classes, 
and  the  other  for  the  upper  level 
BEM  classes. 

Each  semester  students  in  BEM 
(Bible  Education  Ministry)  sign  up 
for  one  day  of  the  Gimpers'  talent. 
The  troupes  give  BEM  teachers  a 
day  off  while  teaching  the  children 
valuable  lessons.  Betsey  Cope  leads 
the  team  for  the  young  classes,  while 
Brian  Eastling  controls  the  team  that 
ministers  to  the  older  kids.

Prayer  is  one  of  the  most 
effective  way  of  reaching  out  and 
helping  others  out  who  are  vast 
distances  away.  World  Outreach,  a 
division  of  PCI,  is  dedicated  to 
praying  for  missionaries  on  the  field, 
those  in  training,  and  for  those 
trying  to  raise  the  support  to  get 
there. 

World  Outreach  is  not  a  new 
organization  at  Bryan  (in  its  older 
days  it  was  called  "Foreign  Missions 
Fellowship"). 

According  to  David  Tilly, 
President  of  World  Outreach,  this 
organization's  goal  is  "To  inform 
students  about  missionaries  [and]  to 
spark  enthusiasm  about  involvement 
with  missionaries  in  the  area  of 
prayer." 

Although  this  organization  is 
small  in  size  with  an  average 
attendance  of  ten  people,  it  has  seen 
many  answers  to  prayer,  and 
through  writing  missionaries  and 
finding  out  their  needs,  much  has 


been  accomplished.  One  of  the 
main  answers  to  prayer  this  year 
were  two  missionary  couples  who 
were  able  to  raise  their  support  and 
head  to  the  field. 

The  group  distributes  a  prayer 
list  with  the  needs  of  the  missionar- 
ies on  them  so  each  member  can 
pray  for  them  throughout  the  week. 
Every  week  this  Ust  is  updated  to 
check  for  answers  to  prayer. 

There  also  are  less  specific 
topics  for  prayer.  Each  week  a 
different  country  is  chosen  and  its 
missions  statistics  are  stated  as  well 
as  special  requests  by  missionaries 
there.  These  are  then  prayed  for 
along  with  the  other  missions 
requests. 

Although  this  is  a  background 
organization  it  effectiveness  and 
dedication  can  be  seen  through  the 
accomplishments  of  missions  all 
around  the  world.

Bryan 
College's  pro  life  group,  Students  For 
Life,  has  made  a  firm  stand  on  an 
unborn  child's  right  to  life.    Led  by 
President  Julie  Scott,  the  group  made 
some  sizeable  contributions  and 
statements  about  where  they  stand 
on  the  abortion  issue. 

With  1992  being  an  election  year 
that  would  determine  whether  our 
President  would  support  Pro  Choice 
or  Pro  Life,  Students  For  Life  made 
sure  that  Christians  went  to  the  polls 
and  voted.  They  set  up  tables  in  the 
meal  lines  to  register  students  and 
faculty  alike  to  vote,  and  hopefully  to 
vote  Pro  Life.

The  group  also  became  a  support 
ministry  to  the  Crisis  Pregnancy 
Center  in  Dayton.  Around  Christmas 
time  they  sold  candy  canes  and 
raised  money  that  was  given  directly 
the  Center. 

Julie  Scott  admitted  that  having 
Mr.  Clinton  in  office  is  definitely  a 
setback  to  the  Pro  Life  movement, 
but  she  also  was  encouraged  that  the 
movement  seems  to  have  been 
awakened.   She  stated,  "Hopefully 
many  will  be  moved  to  shift  to  more 
practical  positions."   Julie  encour- 
aged Bryan  students  to  attend 
meetings,  be  informed  about  the 
issues,  and  not  to  just  sit  back--"be 
prepared  to  impact  society."

You  might  ask.  Since  many  people  in  the  States 
don't  even  l(now  about  Bryan,  tiow  could  someone  in 
Russia  have  heard  about  it?  Vadim  explained:  "I  was 
working  as  an  interpretor  in  Moscow  for  Campus  Crusade 
for  Christ  when  I  met  Judy  Barth.  She  told  me  about 
Bryan  College,  and  it  sounded  like  a  great  place  to  learn. 
So  I  came  back  to  America  with  the  Barth's,  and  now  I  am 
living  with  them." 

Though  most  Americans  know  what  McDonald's 
is,  and  most  Americans  know  that  there  is  a  McDonald's 
in  Moscow,  many  still  wonder  how  the  two  cultures 
compare.

Blizzard  of  '93  Paralyzes  the  East  Coast 
Piles  of  snow  slowed  down  life  everywhere 

The  ides  of  march  brought  a  giant  blizzard  to  the  entire  east  coast 
in  1993.   1 10  m.p.h.  winds  were  recorded  in  Franklin  County,  Florida. 
Alabama  experienced  6  feet  snow  drifts  and  piercing,  record  breaking  two 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

In  Florida,  deadly  Tornados  threw  around  the  debris  of  hurricane 
Andrew,  killing  44  people.  Hikers  in  the  Smoky  mountains  had  to  be 
airlifted  to  safety.  Almost  two  million  people  lost  their  power-some  for 
up  to  a  week. 

At  Bryan,  classes  were  strangely  empty  Wednesday  the  16th,  the 
day  classes  started  after  spring  break.  Many  students  were  still  stuck  at 
home.  With  icy,  tree-blocked  roads,  traveling  was  difficult.

"There  were  still  trees  on  the  road,  traffic  was  sluggish,  and 
Lydia's  parents  wanted  us  to  wait,"  Brian  explained. 

Though  they  were  able  to  get  back  in  time  for  classes,  the  Choral, 
on  their  spring  choral  tour,  was  stuck  in  Virginia  for  three  days.

Smoke  filled  the  twin  towers  of  the  World  Trade 
Center.  Thousands  of  workers  and  visitors  fight  panic  as  they 
wait  in  the  murky  darkness:  waiting  for  instructions  that 
would  never  come. 

At  ground  level,  rescue  workers  arrive  to  find  smoke- 
streaked,  bloodied  people  pouring  from  the  exits,  rushing  no 
where  but  out.  Six  Trade  Center  employees  would  npver 
emerge  to  tell  their  gruesome  stories. 

The  explosion  that  left  a  crater  in  three  floors  of  the 
World  Trade  Center  and  knocked  out  emergency  communica- 
tion rocked  the  security  of  Americans  around  the  nation. 
Unused  to  the  terrorist  acts  that  often  plague  foreign  cities, 
Americans  were  surprised  and  shocked  when  FBI  investiga- 
tors finally  confirmed  that  the  cause  of  the  explosion  was  a 
bomb. 

Federal  authorities  predicted  that  it  could  take  months 
or  years  before  they  could  make  an  arrest  for  the  fatal  bomb- 
ing.
